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This article reflected that a hearing had been set for 
October 22, 195 2 *; at which time the NAAWP leaders could 
j appear and show cause why a preliminary injunction should 

— >^ not be issued restraining and enjoining the association 
from further use of its corporate powers. The Attorney 
General will file an affidavit in support of the complaint 
by October l4th, and the NAAWP has until October 20, 195^, 
to file a counterclaim. According to the article, the 
complaint of Attorney General YOUNG charged that the NAAWP 
"initiated and maintained a program to destroy the 
fundamental rights of the people of the State of Delaware 
as guaranteed them "by the constitution of the State of 
i Delaware and the United States." YOUNG ■s charge is based 
< on the fact that the association has abused provisions of 
its charter which says the organization was established 
to "foster, protect and maintain all rights of citizens as 
guaranteed by the constitution of the United States 11 . 
Instead of striving for these objectives the complaint 
charges the association as "conducting a campaign and 
enlisted membership into its organization designed: 

,: (a) To foment racial tension and hatred between the 
, citizens of the state of Delaware. 

' n (b) To intimidate members of the Board of Trustees 

of the Milford Special School District and members of 
the board of Trustees of other special school districts 
and through the Board of Education throughout this state 
from performing their duties under the law. 

11 (c) To encourage, by means of mass hysteria, mob rule, 
boycott and dissemination of race prejudice, the closing 
of public schools in sympathy with its plan to deprive 
Negro children of the right to attend public school 
because of their race, color and ancestry. 

11 (d) To promote meetings calculated to disturb the peace 
and incite to riot. 

11 (e) To intimidate and threaten white parents from 
having their children attend school in furtherance of 
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"the boycott against the Mllford High School. 

"(f) To encourage white parents to violate the laws of 
the State of Delaware with regard to compulsory school 
attendance." 

After listing these allegations, the attorney general's 
complaint continues : 

"In furtherance of these unlawful acts and the 
corporation's program of hate, prejudice and mob rule, 
the defendant corporation, contrary to its avowed purpose 
contained in its charter to foster, protect and maintain 
all rights of citizens as guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States, initiated and maintained a program 
to destroy the fundamental rights of the citizens of 
the State of Delaware as guaranteed them by the Constitution 
01 zne state of Delaware and of the. United States." 

The complaint avers that the corporation abused and misused 
its corporate powers invested in it under the laws of 
Delaware, and has become a moving party in a conspiracy 

2 ?u Pr i ve cltizcns of their rights under the Constitution 
01 the United States and to Inspire and induce mass 
violation of the laws of the State of Delaware." 

The Attorney General also asks that the Court of Chancery 
appoint a receiver or receivers to take- charge of the 
estate, effects, business and affairs of the corporation 
The court is requested to enjoin and restrain the 
defendants from interfering with the receiver "in taking- 
possession of and administering the property and affairs 
of said defendant corporation."

carried a news article reflecting that on September 26, 195^, 
the NAAWP held a mass rally at Harrington Airport. The 
principal speaker , BRYANT W. BOWLES; indicated opposition to 
integration and cautioned the crowd that their organization 
is opposed to violence and prefers to act through "legal 
means". According to the article, BOWLES said "we must 
maintain separate schools but if we use violence we can never 
win" . 

At this meeting, and upon the request of BOWLES, CHARLES P. 
WEST, Mrs. MILDRED SHARP and Rev. MANAEN WARRINGTON 
oame forward as volunteers for the Board of Directors for a 
Delaware chapter. BOWLES stated that an office would be 
opened in Milford, Delaware. 

The lelaware State News, Dover, Delaware, on September 28, 
1954, carried an article concerning a meeting held by the 
NAAWP on September 27, 195'*, at which meeting BRYANT W. BOWLES, 
President of the NAAWP, urged residents of neighboring towns 
to boycott the local schools in sympathy for the Milford 
situation. The meeting was held at the Lincoln Crossroads 
on U.S. Route 113 and over one thousand people were present. 
The article quoted BOWLES as saying, "my daughter will never 
attend a school with Negroes as long as there is breath in 
my body and gunpowder will burn" . The article also indicated 
BOWLES urged parents to keep their children out of school 
until their organization became better organized and in a 
position to help. He was credited with saying, "we will 
furnish lawyers should any of you be arrested for keeping 
your children home". 

The Wilmington Evening Journal on September 28, 1954, carried 
an article indicating that on September 27, 1954, officials 
of the Milford branch of the NAAWP addressed a crow* of 
one thousand at the Milford Airport. The article stated that 
although BRYANT W. BOWLES had said the organization opposed 
violence the talks were "peppered 1 ' with such phrases as "my 
daughter will never go to school with Negroes as long as 
there is gunpowder to burn 1 ' and "no matter if this means 
bloodshed we will see it through 11 . 
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'^^ On September 29, 1954, the Wilmington Morning News, Wilmington, 

&P^ Delaware, contained a news article reporting a meeting of 
the NAAWP on September 28, 1954, at Gumboro, Delaware, 
indicated that at this meeting, Rev. MANAEN WARRINGTON, 
^ ;' Officer of a local Chapter, and CHARLES WEST, Vice-President, 
were the principal speakers. 

On September 30, 1954, the Wilmington Morning News 
carried an article indicating that on September 29, 1954, the 
NAAWP addressed a crowd of 1,500 persons on the Laurel, 
Delaware, High School Athletic Field. The speakers at this 
meeting, according to the article, were BRYANT W. BOWLES,

EDWARD SIMS, Washington Correspondent 
for the- Florence Morning News and other South Carolina 
newspapers, wrote a series of three articles regarding the 
NAAWP Incorporated from Washington, D. C. which appeared in 
the Florence Kornirjg News July 16, 17 and 18, 195^. -Chese 
articles referred to BRYANT -W-r^BOWLES as Director of the 
organization. 

In the article Mr. SIMS states KAAUP 
will be seven months old on July 14. He stated that its 
activities ar* directed by BRYAt?M30WL£S, 3^ year old native 
of Tampa, Florida who is an ex-Marine Corps Sergeant and 
a veteran of World War II and the Korean War. According to 
SIMS' article BOWLES mentions he does not hate the negroes 
but says he only wants to maintain separation of the* re.o.e 
and advance culture of the white race. According to SIMS' 
article , BOWLES has a Board of Directors and thousands backing 
him. His only office help at present, however, is his /life, 
who is Secretary -Treasurer. According to the article the 
Vice-President, name not listed, is currently being asked 
to resign for not complying with NAAWP principles. BOWLES 
refused to reveal the total membership, but claimed members 
in k& states including ministers and law enforcement officers 
in several states. SIMS reported there is one chapter in 
Florence, South Carolina whose membership BOWLES estimated 
at approximat^ely 300. SIMS reported the Florence unit is 
headed by G. UT^-IVEY, a Florence restaurant owner and stated 
that after the Supreme Court Decision IVEY promptly fired 
all negroes working for him and replaced them with white 
help. According to the SIMS article the National Organization 
was chartered December 14, 1953 by BOWLES in the Str.te oi' 
Delaware. 
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SIMS In a separate article quotes the 
pledge members are asked to take, and the stated objectives 
of the organization. 

"I am a member of the white race, above the age of 
21 j and a citizen of the United States. I have 
never, nor do I intend to ever become a member of any 
organization that advocates overthrowing the Government 
of the United States through violence. 

"It is understood and agreed that after becoming a 
member of this organization I reserve the right to 
vote ns I please, worship as I please, or live as I 
please. But I do believe in separation of the races". 

"In the top right hand corner o\ the 
application blar.fc is a box to designate the amount of rcernber- 
shi? fees tfinr paid, the donations, and payment for u sub* 
scription tc National Forum, the- newspaper the association 
plans to begin publishing next month. 

"In a pamphlet the NAAWP describes 
its aims and purposes as: i: (l) TO ORGANIZE all those white 
people who wish to carry on and further develop the essential 
and permanent characteristics of our CULTURE as previcusly 
developed and handed down by cur forbears • 

"(2) TO HELP educate our people through 
a program of lectures, books, pamphlets, papers, etc., in the 
true value of their CULTURE, that in their political, economic, 
religious, social, moral, scientific, recreational, etc. 
institutions and to point out the good which it (the NAAWP) 
will promote, and the bad which it will stamp out, and the 
mistakes which it will correct. 

"(3) *AND TO SECURE the necessary 
legislation to effect the program of advancing and strengthening 
the CULTURE of the white people. 

"It further states: 'Today we are 
confronted with a movement to integrate the White ar.c Negro 
races. The NAPAvP-after sane consideration and rational 
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appraisal of facts - believes racial integration can only 
result in the ultimate destruction of both the White and 
Negro races. Therefore, as its first important task, the 
MAAWP opposes the movement to Integration.' 

"The pamphlet pledges it is not motivated 
by prejudice, bigotry, hatred, nor are its policies un- 
Amerisan, un-Democratic, .or un-Christian. Its actions 
are to be governed by the Golden Rule: 'Do unto Others As 
You Would Have Them Do Unto You*."

"The Washington Post and Times Herald" on 
November 1& S 1954, published an article entitled, 
"BOWLES Turns Fire on Jews Among Others". The article 
is date lined at Jacksonville, Florida, and relates that 
BRYANT W. BOWLES of the NAAWP attacked Jewish people in 
a speech at Jacksonville, Florida, on November 16, 1954. 
The article pointed out that BOWLES also criticized 
President EISENHOWER, Vice President NIXON, the Supreme 
Court, especially Justices FRANKFURTER and WARREN, the 
Anti -Defamation League, B'nai B'rith, the Attorney General 
HERBERT BROWNELL, and others. 





F. PUBLICATIONS OF NAAWP 

The "National Forum" 

The "National Forum", the official publication 
of the NAAWP, in its issue for November, 1954, contains 
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only two main articles, one entitled, "NAAV7P Upsets Political 
Clique in Delaware". This article was an attack on the 
Attorney General of the State of Delaware and his efforts 
to curb the subject organization. This article also contains 
attacks against "organized Jewry". The following statement 
is made toward the end of the article: "It is not surprising 
to find that a Jew is behind the drive to mix negroes and 
whites in Delaware schools since it is organized Jewry which 
is behind most of the pro-negro agitation throughout the 
rest of the country. As a point of fact, it is organized 
Jewry rather than the negroes who are pushing hardest on 
integration. The National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) which obtained the Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregated schools is itself a Jewish-led 
organization. It was founded 1^1909 by Jews and its current 
president is the Jew, ARTHU^SflNG ARN , who has headed the 
NAACJP^.sinc.e.1939. This being so, it is only to be expected 
that Delaware's State Attorney HYMAN YANOWITZ should cooperate 
to the hilt with the NAACP in jailing BRYANT BOWLES and in 
seeking a court order to cancel the admixture of negroes and 
white pupils." 

The second article is one captioned, "UN Favors 
Race Integration for U.S. School Kids". It was set forth 
in the paper that this article is a reprint from the 
"American Nationalist". This article is an attack on the 
United Nations and its position of equality for all men.

race in handling this problem, inasmuch aa the Negro is new pepresented by 
the National Association for Advancement of Colored People • - < 

"Those with an are to grind are loud in the presentation of their 
ideas, while most hard-worKing citizens do not take the time to publicly 
present their views. Most men are willing to live and let live, without 
attenpting to impose their philosophy on all who might dare to disagree 
with them. Successful relations of different races will eventually result 
from gradually changing concepts of all those affected. A2# attenpt 
to artificially mature such a process must result in bitterness, since human 
nature has hastily been circumvented. 

"One of the most unrelenting propaganda campaigns in the history of 
civilization has now reached its zenith in a fanatical attenpt to socialize 
\ " > the IDiite and Negro races. For example, in the District of Columbia, at 
" - ( the present writing, the wave of persuasive prodding has been almost entirely 
• \ designed to incite the members of the Negro race, as they are led by self- 
constituted experts to register hurt and resentment for fancied abuses that 
do not exist. Facts are ignored, as fast talking breast-beaters skip hurriedly 
over the statistics that would prove their denouncement, while their facile 
tongues coin such catch-phrases as f second class citizenship', 'minority 
race 1 And other cliches designed to stir up racial awareness among people 
who were getting along in a natural pattern until the integration issue 
assumed outsize proportions. 

"An honest effort to return sane thinking to our discussion of 
race relations will be the avowed purpose of the National Association for 
Advancement of White People, to the end that the opinions and personal 
privileges of the millions of people, who have so far uttered not one word 
in the frenzied campaign for forced integration of the races, may be allowed 
an honest impetus in balancing the scales against the juggernaut which has 
so far ridden roughshod over simple logic and rational appraisal. . We hold 
no brief for twisted reasoning, misplaced fanaticism or the incitement of 
unrest by misleading propaganda, such mouthings will be answered by 
incontrovertible facts whenever they appear in the future. Dictation of our 
thinking and personal associations is a long step toward conplete sublimation 
of self, to the whims of those who would secure political power at the 
expense of the personal rights of citizens of all races."

Wins School Segregation Case 

LOS ANGELES— Nowhere In America Is the cult of "brotherhood" 
taken more seriously than tn California, where from kindergarten on 
the child la continuously taught the bles«lnrs of racial equality and 
the horrors of "bigotry". Last month some of the visible results of this 
"tolerance" propaganda were especially apparent to the parents of 
Los Angeles when the UK-supported Los Angeles City College, largest 
junior college In the U.S., celebrated Its 25th anniversary. Chosen as 
queen of the silver anniversary event was Barbara Lee Cooke, an 
attractive white co-ed. The "king", 
however, was a Negro as black as 
the ace of spades. "Brotherhood**, 
quite obviously, was beginning to 
pay ott In Los Angeles. . . 
A LESSON 
Actually, the disgraceful spec- 
tacle at Los Angeles City College 
should provide a lesson not only 
to the parents of Los Angeles 
(many of whom originally came 
from the deep South) but to par- 
ents everywhere. It Is this: if 
white children are educated with 
Negroes, sent to church with them, 
thrown Into constant and intimate 
social contact with them, and in 
addition are continuously Impres- 
sed with the virtues of racial 
equality, then such things as this 
are inevitable.

One sheriff 
wrote back and said, "How do you 
expect me to handle a riot when I 
have children of my own and I will 
spill my own blood from one end of 
this state to the other before they 
will attend mixed schools?" An- 
other sheriff wrote only two words 
on his. "Hell no." 

The people of the south believe 
mixing the races is a social custom., 
and does not believe the U.S. Su- 
preme has the authority to legislate 
the habits of people. They be- 
lieve the Southern Negro is nappy 
due to the fact 70% otthem live in 
the 17 southern states. They also 
believe the Southern Negro is being 
done a grave injustice by left-wing 
northern negro agitators which en- 
deavor to stir him up and incite 
him to yell when he isn't hurt. 



CAREER MEN LEAVING 
INTEGRATED ARMED FORCES 

Recently the President signed 
a bill which went into effect 
immediately, raising the re-enlist- 
ment bonus for service men. The 
President said this was necessary 
to halt the high rate of seasoned 
service men which are leaving the 
armed forces upon expiration of 
their enlistment. 

What the President did not 
state was the reason these men 
are leaving the service of their 
country alter putting more ifcati 
10, 12, or 14 years toward a 20 
year retirement.

SEGREGATION CASE 

Ironically, the episode at Los 
Angeles City College occurred on 
the eve of the Supreme Court's 
decision outlawing segregated 
schools. And fittingly enough, the 
Court's anti-segregation decision 
was read by chief-Justice Earl 
Warren, former governor of Cali- 
fornia and a life-long advocate of 
race-mixing. Warren's jiew mis- 
sion, it would seem, is to extend 
California's race-mixing program 
to all the 48 states. . . 

Although several states, includ- 
ing California, have long main- 
tained interracial schools, 21 states 
and the District of Columbia have 
continued to segregate Negroes 
and whites. It is on these states 
that the real Impact of the Court's 
radical decision will fall, because 
they contain a substantial major- 
ity of the nation's entire Negro 
population. The population of 
Mississippi, for example, is about 
half white and half P£egro. In the 
District of Columbia, Which Eisen- 
hower has fatuously designated as 
a "pilot model" for the various 
slates to emulate, 57# of the stu- 

are Negro while only 43^ are 
white. 

ULTIMATE EFFECT 

The ultimate effect tof the Su- 
preme court's ruling against seg- 
regated schools will not, however, 
be apparent for many years. The 
process of mixing whites and Ne- 
groes in the classroom may, as a 
matter of fact, be relatfvely slow 
in many cases. 

The real damage wiil be done 
on tne psychological front. The 
child will be conditioned at first 
to accept the mere presence of 
Negro students in the classroom. 
Later he will be taught that all 
races are equal in ability and 
intellectual capacity and that there 
Is no essential difference between 
the various racial groups. He will 
be Inoculated against the evils of 
-bias" and "prejudice", and train r 
ed to look upon any manifestation 
of racial pride or consciousness as 
anti-social, if not criminal. . . 
BRAINWASH 

Only when this process of brain- 
washing is far enough along will 
the student be introduced to the 
joys of interracial social activities. 
Needless to say. It is only a step 
from there to Interracial love- 
making and marriage, and as a 
matter of fact the legal barriers 
against interracial marriages have 
already been obliterated in some 
states. And if all this seems far- 
fetched and over imaginative. It

(NAACP) which in the main was 
responsible for bringing about the 
school segregation ruling. The 
NAACP broucht four separate 
suits challenging the legality of- 
segregated schools and it was on 
the basis of this action that the 
Court rendered its startling deci- 
sion outlawing segregated schoc.s. 
SILENT REVOLUTION 

This, incidentally, is but the 
latest of a series of court victories 
achieved by the radical, trouble- 
making NAACP — victories which 
have brought about a "silent revo- 
lution** in race relations in this 
- country within the past ucCfeUe. 

The NAACP's most notable vic- 
tory previous to the school segre- 
gation case was, of course, the 
ruling under which the Supreme 
Court outlawed restrictive cove- 
nants, thus making it possible for. 
Negroes to force their way into 
previously all-white neighborhoods. 

The NAACP won another out- 
standing victory when it obtained 
a Supreme Court ruling which 
compels Washington D.C. restau- 
rants and hotels to cater to Ne- 
groes — a precedent which is bound 
to be applied elsewhere as time 
goes on. * 

In other Supreme Court ;*»ses 
the NAACP won decisions which 
insure Negroes the -right" to at- 
tend white universities and to 
ride with whites in public con- 
veyances. . . 

There have been other similar 
cases. In each instance it was the 
NAACP bringing jult; In <ach 
case the Supreme Court either up- 
held obscuie and little known 
anti-segregation laws, or it out* 
lawed statutes under which seg- 



regation was enforced. 

OTHER VICTORIES 

The NAACP has also advanced 
the "silent revolution" with the 
help of the executive branch of 
the government. Its greatest vic- 
tory in this fieid was the "inte- 
gration" of Negroes and whites in 
the Armed Forces. Under the "in- 
tegration" program— started under 
Truman and completed this year 
by Eisenhower — all branches of 
the military have been mongrel- 
ized, with Negroes and whites 
serving together in interracial 
units for the first time in Amer- 
ican history. In many respects the 
NAACP regards this as its great- 
est victory, surpassing even the 
school segregation case in impor- 
tance. 

LITTLE F.E.P.C. 

Another NAACP victory, won 
with the help of organized Jewry, 
was the so-called -little F.E.P.C." 
which Eisenhower instituted last 
year. The "little F.E.P.C." compels 
all government contractors to hire 
Negroes and members of other 
minority groups under threat of 
having their contracts cancelled, 
thus Imposing over a substantial 
portion * of American Midu»ir> a 
de facto FEPC. . . 

THE PATTERN 

This, then, is the pattern of the 
"slient revolution"— a silent, creep- 
ing, insidious revolution which 
even at this moment is stealing 
upon this Republic like an assas- 
sin in the night. And It should be 
noted that this revolution is not 
being promoted by legislation, but 
by executive decree and court de- 
cision. Not a single one of the 
above described "civil rights*' vic- 
tories was obtained through an 
act of Congress. . . 

BEHIND N.A.A.C.F. 

This brings us to the question 
- as to what the NAACP's ultimate 
objective really Is. This Is impor- 
tant because we know from past 



experience the NAACP no soont 
wins a concession than it mak« 
new and even more extreme d« 
mands; each victory is follow* 
V new agitation. It isappropriat 
: crefore, to examine the NAACP 
program in some detail. 

JEWISH LEADERSHIP 

Before doing that, however, 
is necessary to correct a popuU 
misconception as to the leadei 
ship of the NAACP. Because it i 
not really and truly a Negro oi 
Eanization at all. The people In 
hind the NAACP are not Negroe 
but Jews. This will come as n sui 
prise to some because the organ 
zation invariably uses Negroes i 
fronts for its activities, and th 
rank and file of its staff is Negrc 
Nevertheless the president c 
NAACP, and the real power i 
the organization, is the Jev 
Arthur Spitigum. VVhen-tlii»£«.t i 
digested the revolutionary pre 
gram of the NAACP becomes . 
little more comprehensible. . . 
THINGS TO COME 

The NAACP's objective for th 
next ten years is no secret. On In 
contrary it has been mapped ot 
in detail and publicized under th 
slogan, "Free by 63". The "Free tr. 
63" campaign was launched las 
March at a Washington D.C meet 
ing with the blessings of Ik* 
Eisenhower, who addressed th< 
convention. The pian calls for tit. 
raising of a million dollars an 
nually for the next t»n years an< 
the announced goal is the tots 
abolishment of racial segregation 
THE GOAL 

In simple terms, the NAACP*. 1 
goal is to "integrate" Negroes inn 
white residential neighborhood: 
untii the "biack belt" and the at 
white neighborhood are mergec 
and thus cease to exist as such. 
The NAACP's program is based 
upon the premise that anti-dis- 
crimination laws now in existence

Jewish Marxists Threaten

Although millions of American citizens 
were stunned by the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States that segregation 
in public schools must be ended, few realized 
thai this decision was the culmination of a 
vicious campaign to destroy American liber- 
ties. This campaign had its origin in a 1921 
directive of the Communist International 
written bv the Soviet Chief of Propaganda, 
Karl Radek, the alias of a Jewish revolu- 
tionary named Sobelsohn. 

The* Radek directive gave explicit orders 
to the Communist Party of America to stir 
up racial strife between white and black 
American citizens, to force the two groups 
together in order to create race riots, and to 
carry on relentless agitation for "Negro 
rights". 

This directive was read ot the Bridgman 
Michigan convention of the Communist 
Partv of America on August 20. 1922. ll laid 
down the basis for "civil rights" agitation 
nnd »lepl»y «t*p outlined the methods which 
have been used since that dote by tfte Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress and its subsidiary, the 
National Association for the Advancement 
cf Colored People. 

Two days later, on August 22, 1922, the 
Bridgman' Convention was raided by gov- 
ernment agents and the Radek directive as 
well as hundreds of other Communist docu- 
ments were seized. These documents ere in 
the files of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion today, but J. Edgar Hoover is under 
strict orders not to reveal tlie Radek direc- 
tive at any cost, because it would brand the 
Supreme Court as a front or agent of the 
Communist International 

One of tl* great authorities on Commu- 
nist infiltration, R. M.\Vhitncy. wrote in his 
definitive work "Reds In America**, pub- 
lished in 1924 by the Beckwilli Press, on 
page 189. 

••The Communists* earliest program in the 
United States included tlie use of the negro 
masses in its campaign to bring about the 
overthrow of the Government of this coun- 
try by violence.** 

At the Sixth World Congress of the Com- 
munist International held in Moscow in 
1928, tlie slogan for America "Self-Delenni- 
nation in the Black Belt" was devised. In 
1930 tlie Communist Party ; pubUs!ied tlie 
official "Resolution of the Communist Inter- 
national on the Negro Question in tlie United 
States". We quote from this resolution, 

-The main Communist slogan must be: 
Tlie right of self-determination of the Ne- 
groes in the Black Belt. ... If tlie slogan of 
self-determination of the Negroes is to be 
put into force it is necessary wherever pos- 
sible to bring together into one governmen- 
tal unit all districts of the South where the 
majority of the settled population consists 
of Negroes. ... The right of the Negroes to 
governmental separation will be uncondi- 
tionally realised by the Communist Party.

VIEWS OF A NORTHERN NEGRO 

During recent years, the press of the 
United States has reflected various opinions 
concerning segregation in our publ.c 
schools — and the probable effect of mi- 
gration on the pupils, and the community 
as a whole. The problem has reached the 
Supreme Court. 

On January 25, 1953, Davis Lee, Negjo 
Publisher and editor of the Newark, N. J„ 
Telegram, expressed this sound and timely 
view of the repercussions we might expect 
if the forces of agitation prove victorious 
It is the best argument we have read. 
He said: 

"The efforts being made by certain paid 
agitators and pressure groups to have seg- 
regated schools in the South declared 
unconstitutional — may cause Southern 
Negroes to lose a lot more than they will 
gain. . . 

. 'The trouble with this group, as with 
similar ones, is that the initiators don't 
count the overall cost to the race. The 
present effort is designed to destroy the 
whole pattern of segregation — and to 
establish an integrated social order in 
which there will be no distinction made in 
this country on the basis of race, religion, 
color or nationality. 

"This is a laudable objective, but human 



among us afflicted with a sociological complex ^ nature just has not changed that much, and 



or psychological complex; or that are suffering 
from 'some perverted instinct that makes It 
impossible for them to be happy and contented 
with their own race, the Legislature will make 
provisions to provide for such cases, either In 
public institutions or fn private institutions. AB 
these things are consistent with the Constitu- 
tion, with the statutes and even with the latest 
decision of the Supreme Court 

In the future, the people of Georgia and the 
other ststes must see to it that the seats In the 
United States Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives are filled with men who will use every 
right, prerogative and power at their command 
to erase from the government and the courts 
every individual guilty of usurpation of powers 



the achievement of such an objective could 
cause repercussions that might set the 
Negro back fifty years. 

"Integration in the schools In the North 
and East — is not a howling success. A 
Negro can attend most of the schools up 
here — and get an education — but few of 
the states that educate him will hire him 
as a teacher. The Slate of Connecticut 
doesn't have twenty-five Negro teachers . . . 

"Nowhere In these integrated states do 
Negroes get anywhere near proportionate 
representation. Every device is employed 
to keep qualified Negroes from beintf 
assigned. Recently a reputable New York 
labor union made a report on the employ- 
ment of Negro teachers in New York City 
and charged that a systematic scheme

1 named Felix Frankfurter, leader of the rad- 

* icaJ World Zionist movement and a lifelong 
I advocate of Socialism and leftwing objec- 

lives. Felix Frankfurter was head of de- 
1 fense committee for Sacco and Vanxetu, 
1 anarchists who were electrocuted in Massa- 
' diusetts in 1927. A law partner of Henry L. 
1 Stimson in the firm of Wintlirop and Stim- 
' aon, lawyers for Kuhn, Loeb Co- intema- 
[ tional Jewish bankers who financed the 
; Communist Revolution in Russia. Frank- 
furter was first thrust upon the American 
\ people by President Voodrow Wilson, who 
J brought a horde of alien Socialists to Wash- 
ington and set up the Socialist hierarchy 
1 whicVwas -reinstated in power fifteen years 
J later by his understudy Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. 
\ Wilson appointed Frankfurter as counsel 
for the Presidential Mediation Commission 
1 in the Mooney Case. As the defender of a 
4 group of Communist bomb-throwers and 
1 terrorists, Frankfurter had the temerity to 

* try to influence Theodore Roosevelt in the

j Zionist Organization on August 26 at the 
, Rita Hotel. Prof. Frankfurter, in proposing 
. the toast to his Majesty's Government, re- 
, ferred to the montlts of hard work in which 
; he and the other Jewish delegates had been 
, engaged in Paris. They often spoke in dif- 
ferent tongues; but they were all animated 
by a single sen time ntr-the welfare of Israel 
and the good of Zion." 
f Tlie welfare of Israel and the World Jew- 
ish conspiracy has always been the single 
sentiment of Frankfurter's life. One of the 
architects of the Versailles Peace Conference 
in 1020 which made the Second World War 
Inevitable because of the impossible terms 
inflicted upon Germany, Frankfurter was 
instrumental in carving out the artificial 
state of Ccechoslavakfa by forcing together 
people of different nationalities, which made 
the Sudeten crisis inevitable. He also stirred 
up anti-Semitism all over Europe by includ- 
ing in the Treaty special privileges for Jew- 
ish residents of all European countries, with 
the threat that the United States would force 
the European nations to grant those special 
. Jewish privileges. 

American CJvfl Liberties Union 
National Committee 

* Supreme Court Justice Felix Frankfurter 
has always been a close associate of some of 
the most dangerous radicals in America. He 
served on the National Committee of the 
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American Civil Liberties Union with WiW; 
ham Z. Foster, an open and professed Com-* 
muist and the active leader of the Commu- 
nist Party of Amerio^ Abo on tf^atioiiaJS 
Commit «••« Mom^HlUqmt, counsel for 
the American Communist Party, and many 
other leaders of the Communist conspiracy. 
Is this not strange company for a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States? 
When we realize that the anti-segregation 
decision of the Supreme Court followed a 
directive of the Communist International, 
we can understand why the decision was 
written by an associate of the leaders of the 
Communist Party, who is also the brother of 
a notorious convict 

Roger Baldwin, director of the American 
Civil liberties Union, .testified before the 
Lusk Committee Investigating Communism 
as follows; 

The advocacy of murder, unaccompanied 
by any act, is within the legitimate scope of 
free speech ... I would say on .behalf of 
the entire committee that all of them disbe- 
lieve the theory of constructive intent, and 
that all of them believe in the right of per- 
sons to advocate *the overthrow of govern- 
ment bv force and violence/ ** 

Thus' Baldwin, speakitg for Frankfurter 
end the other members of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, defended the right of 
individuals to advocate the overthrow of the 
American Government b^ violence. How can 
we keep a nun on the Supreme Court who 
believes in such basic Communist theories? 

Mr. Holaday of the Lust Committee asked 
A Hen S 0Lm*!*ad of the AC1U: 

"Did I understand you to say that an alien 
has a right to preach the overthrow of Gov- 
ernment, and anarchy T* 

Mr. Olmstead replied, "Yes." Thus, Frank- 
furter of Austria comes over here and be- 
cause of the international political power of 
world Jewry, gets himself appointed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States despite 
his hatred of our free American institutions, 
and proceeds to undermine our country by 
forcing Negroes and whites togetlter in our 
schools, to precipitate race riots, and fulfill 
the Radek directive of 1921. The Lusk Com- 
mittee summed up as follows: 

"The American Civil Liberties Union, in 
the last analysis, is a supporter of all sub- 
versive movements, and its propaganda is 
detrimental to the interests of the State,** 

Yet Frankfurter continued as an impor- 
tant official of this group. He was also a 
director of the NAACP (National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored 
People). 

Onr Worst Supreme Court 

The present Supreme Court is a sorry 
gathering- of political lacks, professional 
Jewish apologists, and democratic leftovers. 
Justice William Douglas ' is a prominent 
member of the United World Federalists, a 
group financed by the Communist apologist 
James Paul Warburg of the Soviet revolu- 
tionary banking family. United World Fed- 
eralism actively seeks to subvert the legal 
government of the American people and 
substitute a world government In which our 
citizens will haw no control over their own , 
fate. On May 14, 1952, Douglas addressed 
the GO Amalgamated Clothing Workers at 
Atlantic City. As reported in The Daily 
Worker and other leftwing publications, he 
said, 

••Revolution is our business. We want 
United Nations recognition for China and 
American aid for Mao (leader of Commu- 
nist China)." 

Douglas was a classmate of radical Robert 
Hutchins at Yak. A darling of leftwlng labor 
leaders and Jewish revolutionaries, Douglas 
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has been advocated for the Presidency off 
the United Slates by these groups. He recent- 
ly accepted a $1000 Sidney Hillman Awar* 
from Jewish labor leaders. , M 

Chief Justice Earl Warren was appointed 
to that post by Eisenhower for the specific 
job of ratifying the anti-segregation de- 
cision. Warren as Governor of California 
spent so much time at Jewish banquets that 
ifwas said be lost his taste for Christian 
food. .-■ 

Justice Tom Clark has eravenly refused 
to appear before Congressional Committees 
investigating the startling corruption of the 
Department of Justice during his term as 
Attorney GeneraMic has been sharply crit- 
icized by many •Congressmen investigating 
this corruption. "A typical greedy, self-serv- 
ing politician, he eagerly went along with 
the anti-segregation decision, although he is . 
ttpm Dallas, TexM, where he was unknown 
in the legal profession. 

Jewish Revolutionaries Enlist 
Negro Supporters 

The Jewish Communist Party of America 
has always envisioned arming the 15.000.UU0 
American Negroes as an army with wliich 
to enslave the white population of America. 
For instance, when Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi protsted against the recent anti- 
segregation decision of the Supreme Court, 
the New York Post of June 15, 1954 carried 
a letter by Harry Brice. The New York Post 
is edited by Dorothy Schiff, Jewess, and 
owned by the Schiff family. Jewish Inter- 
national bankers financed the 1917 Commu- 
nist Revolution in Russia. The letter carried 
in the New York Post, of June 15, 1954, is 
as follows: 

"Sen. Eastland (Dem., Miss.) says the 
government would have to send en army, 
into the south to enforce non-segregation. 
That's no problem. You could raise ten div*- 
sions in Harlem alone,** ' 

This letter is typical of what the radical 
Jews wani to do to the White Cliristian pop- 
ulation of America. Our Congressmen were 
horrified to learn from many witnesses be- 
fore the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee that Die wholesale slaughter of min- 
isters, school teachers, and independent 
businessmen in the South has already been 
planned by the Yiddish revolutionaries, in 
the process of setting up a Black Republic 
under the leadership of the notorious Negro 
Communist Paul Robeson. Robeson was 
a wared the 1952 Stalin Peace Award. During 
the Hearing before Un-American Activities 
Committee he declared **he would go to jail 
before he would say whether he was a Com- 
muist." He educated his son in Soviet Union. 
Robeson, who made millions of dollars as 
an entertainer in America because he was 
publicized and given rave reviews by the 
little clique of Communist Jews who control 
radio, television, and the movies, has always 
hated America. 

Every other Negro who has been brought 
into prominence by the Jews has somewhere 
in his background an affiliation with Com- 
munism and left-wing causes. Consider the 
case of Dr. Mordecai Johnson, President of 
Howard University, an All-Negro University 
in Washington, D. C which year after year 
receive* more federal aid funds than any 
other school in America, a school which is 
the apple of the eye of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt's sallow helpmate, Eleanor, and a school 
which has harbored many of the most dan- 
gerous radicals in America. Here are the 
sentiments of Dr. Johnson as reported in the 
Chicago Defender of June 10. 1933. Speak- 
> ing before an audience of young Negro in- 
tellectuals who were being trained as the 
black elite of the Communist Party, Dr. 
Johnson was reported as follows: 

**Dr. Johnson urged his hearers not to 
allow the words Communism and Socialism 
to blind their eyes to the reality thaf on 
Russian soil today — It makes no difference 
what mistakes are being made or what 
crimes are being committed — there is a 
movement for the first time in the history. 
of the world to make available all their nat* 
ural resources for the life of the common 
man. M 

With such speeches many thousands of 
Negroes were recruited for the Communist 
Party. Yet Dr. Mordecai Johnson continues 
today as the President of Howard University, 
supported by large grants of taxpayers" 
funds, and is constantly hailed as one of our

The Daily Worker of Novem- 
ber\0,1938 gives us a due. On the front page 
is a picture of • Negro Communist, just 
back from slaughtering nuns and priests in 
Spain. And below is a telegram welcoming

They Planned It That Way 
" American "tilizens, stunned by the uncon- 
stitutional anti-segregation of our lef (wing 
Supreme Court, do not realize that this de- 
cision has its origins in Communist dictates 
of more than one hundred years ago. Like 
the income tax and the inheritance tax, the 
anti-segregation decision was demanded by 
the Communist Manifesto of 1848, wliich 
first used the phrase "without regard to 
race, creed, or color". This phrase identifies 
anv organization which uses it as a group 
which follows the fundamental purposes of 
Communism. The American Jewish Con- 
gress and its colored subsidiary, the National 
Association for tlie Advancement of Colored 
People* use this phrase m all ol their publi- 
cations as a basic principle of their groups. 
Mongrelizatian 
Tlic Jewish Communist Israel Cohen In 
1912 wrote a **A Racial Program for the 
^Twentieth Century**, In which lie declared: 
*\Vc must realize that our Party's most 
powerful weapon is racial tension. By 
pounding into the consciousness of tlie dark 
races tlial for centuries they have been op- 
pressed by the whites, we can mold tlicm to 
the program of the Communist Party. The 
terms colonialism and imperialism must be 
featured in our propaganda. In America, we 
will aim for a subtle victory. While inflam- 
ing the Negro minority against the whites, 
we will endeavour to instill in the whites a 
guilt complex for their exploitation of tlie 
Negroes. We will aid tlie Negroes to rise to 
prominence in every walk of life, in tlie pro- 
: Sessions and in tlie world of sports and en- 
i tertainment. With this prestige, the Negroes 
r will be able to inter-marry with the whites 
r and begin a process which will deliver 
f America to our cause." 
< In the leaflet -Your Family and the 



NAACP", the National Association for tlie 
Advancement of Colored People declares 
that -The NAACP supports tlie United Na- 
tions and opposes colonialism and ™cism 
wherever they appear." Thus the NAACP 
follows the Cohen directive. 

In the pamphlet "Crusade for Freedom , 
the NAACP stales that: 

-The NAACP voulh division is a constit- 
uent member of the World Assembly of 
Youth and has consistently opposed colo- 
nialism and imperialism in every form. 

Note the similarity of this declaration 
with the Cohen directive. 
NAACP Founded by Jewish Revolutionaries 
The fact that the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People so close- 
Iv follows the aims snd directives of the 
Communist Party is mure understandable 
wlieo we Icam tliat it was not founded by 
Patriotic Negro American dlizens. It was 
founded bv Jewish Communist revolution- 
aries. An NAACP leaflet featuring congratu- 
latory statements liy prominent citizens 
quotes Rabbi Irving Miller, former President 
of the American Jewish Congress as follows: 
-Our late President Dr. Stephen S. \\ isc, 
was one of the founders of Ihe NAACP. 
Throughout tlic vcar>. uur cooperation with 
the Association bus l«vn a source of deep 
gratification to us. Tin inlininte working re- 
lationships which we have enjoyed, both in 
major undertakings and the day-to-day rou- 
tine of tlie struggle for llic extension of 
human rights in this country, have contri- 
buted significantly to the objectives we com- 
monly seek.*' 

The New Vorfc Times «f March 24, 1917 
revealed that Rabbi Stcplicn S. Wise liad led 
an hysterical celebration of the Communist 
Revolution in Russia, and addressed a mass 
meeting of gleeful Jewish Communists in 
Carnegie Hall on tlie previous evening. His 
son James Waterman Wise lias been active 
in manv Communist fronts. His daughter, 
Justine Wise Poiicr. appointed a children's 
judge in New York City by Uic radical 
Marxist Fiorello LaGuardia. is married to 
Sliad Folier, a director of the American Jew- 
ish Congress. 

The American Jewish Congress itself, 
working with the NAACP for common ob- 
iectives, was founded by Jewish revolution- 
aries who had been espclted from Russia 
and who found a haven in the New \ork 
ghetto. 

Tlie NAACP has never adequately repre- 
sented tlic Negro citiicns of America. In- 
stead, it lias represented the sinister aims of 
Jewish radicals. The NAACP has always 
been dominated by Jews. Mary While Oving- 
ton, in "How the NAACP Began", published 
in 1951, tells how she, W. E. Walling and 
Dr. Henry Moskowilx set up the NAACP in 
1909. She relates that Walling/s wife had 
been imprisoned for some years in Russia 
for her revolutionary activities in trying to 
overthrow the Crarist government. She and 
Moskowilz issued a call for aid in founding 
the NAACP. signed by 53 people. More Uian 
one-third of those listed liave been cited by 
our Government as Communists or mem- 
bers of radical Communist fronts. Senator 
Herbert H. Lehman, elected Governor of 
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as -founded bv the Ccmmuotat Party to ««pbrit »dU

••If these rtates that are now poynnj 
millions of dollars annually into Negro 
pockets which provides our people with 
moW that enables them to enjoy the dig 
nity of man, to enjoy the preside and 
respectability, to buy homes and the neces- 
sities of life — are forced to abandon tha 
seffreffatcd school — 75 per cent of the 
Negroteaeher* in the South will lo*e their 
jobs. Not only that, but approximately 
20,000 Nesro principals will lose their jodb. 

-This* present movement to end segrega- 
tion in the schools -- Is merely the befin- 
ninr of a well laid plan to Mnplctely cnl 
seerecaUon in everj^ino; in the South. If 
this happens, the Negro will be thrown Into 
direct competition with the white race, and 
our business institutions will crumble. 

"No place In the world do Negroes own 
and control as much as do those in the 
South. Atlanta is without question the 
Negro capital of the world. It is the center 
of Negro culture, education, business and 
finance. And both Negroes and whites live, 
work and operate business without either 
being conscious of the other's race. 

"This movement to integrate the cchools of tha 
South, U loaded with more racial dynamite than 
appears c n the aorface — and the Nearo will be tha 
one vlto b blown away. 

"Dunne tha past two yeara I hav« apent inora 
time In the South than I have in my ether; andl 
have interviewed thousands of Kerroei in all walk" 
of life — and 1 have found very few »ho favor 
mixed aehoola. They want their own achoola, hot 
equal fnciliUca. Thu bain* the aituatton, om quo** 
tions the faimesa of forcing these eolorul «*««■ 
to accept what thfy don't want If a little gToup 
of paid ariutora aucceed in forcing their wHl uooa 
theie people, it appear* to me that they frbould at 
least Ue girea «» opportuDity to be beard. .

I shall 
lend all of wy efforts and influence to this end. 

rtTptopoae here today to present a definite 
.plan .to cany out these pledges. I am not un- 
mindful of the fact that we are dealing with a 
momentous question involving many fields of 
constitutional law, I am not unmindful of the 

"fact that, as time goes by, other means and 
method* may present themselves, other angles 
may develop which will require the concerted 

'effort of our best legal minds and our best 
school leaders. I am not, therefore, closing the 
book for any new ideas and new suggestions; 
but, as of now, the following plan is laid on the 
firm foundation, not only of our Federal and 
State Constitutions and our Federal and State 
Laws, but it is also laid on a firm foundation of 
laws more ancient than our Constitutions and 
more ancient than Magna Carta; and, it shall 
prevail. 

With this prefice, I wiS proceed to an analy- 
sis of our situation and an outline of the plan 
which I propose to preserve the rights, tradi- 
tions, interests and welfare, of all the people 
of Georgia, whatever their race may be. 
The Court's Decision 

The Supreme Court beH. In effect, that the State 
cannot, as a matter of Lav, segregate tcliool students 
merely on a basis of race or color. In doing to. in my 
opinion, the Court, by necessary implication, also ruled 
that the State cannot, as a matter of Liw. force the 
mixing of students of different rices and colors purely 
oo a basis of race and color. 

This, I think, gives in a real barls from which to 
work out a program where the p*°pk themselves can 
effectively segregate themselves without compulsion from 
the State. 

Basis Of Separation 

It Is I wdl denned and recognized principle of 
constitutional law, is held by the Supreme Court in 
various cases, that no power resides in government, 
either Federal or State, to present discrimination by 
individual citizens. The prohibition against discrimina- 
tion applies only to public action. This is firm ground 
on which to stand wlieo the individuals choose to segre- 
gate themselves because of what they deem good and 
sufficient reasons. 

Cvnsiuiiiiun, Bin of Kignu, And 
Declaration of Independence 

The people of Georgia, by and Urge, white and 
colored, and including other races, are people who 
believe in God. The)- are people who recognize the 
overruling providence that has made this country- great. 
Most of them look upon marriage as a Holy God- 
ordained relationship. The rearing of their children, 
training them, protecting them during their minority 
from evils which the immature mind of children are not 
able to grasp or understand, is a part and parcel el 
the deep religious convfctionj of most people in this 
State. They believe in the ancient commandment Thou 
thah not remove the ancient land marks set by thy 
fathers." The most ancient landmark is the separation 
of the races and the maintaining of the purity of each 
race. 

Since the Constitution guarantees everyone the un- 
alienable right to life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, each individual, without State compulsion, has a 
light to pursue their happiness in their own way limited 
only by the supreme law of not interfering with the 
other feUow's right to the pursuit of happiness. 

This again gives firm ground for the Individual to 
practice, voluntarily, end of his own choke, whatever 
segregation Is necessary for bis own pursuit of h ap pine ss . 

Ultimately, the people themselves arc the court of 
last resort. This is true not only to the extent thai they 
may change their g ov es um e ut any time they see fit, 
that the)' may unseat and punish any and aO officials 
who are guilty of usu rp ati on of unde l e ga ted auth m tly 
and that they may use whatever force H neces sar y for 
tne accompli fruitcut of that purpose. Therefore, in tms 
extreme sense, the people arc the oourt of last resort. 

The people of Georgia have never cxesctscd sue* 
born; but, on the other hand, they have paid tasea 
wittingly, built churches, baOt schools, loaned none)*, 
est ended credit, and in e v ery way tried to help the 
colored people of the Stale. The «?ople of Georgia 
will not, at this time, practice any sanctions against 
colored people except as a necessary last resort to 
protect their own human tights. But the people of 
Georgia can eserdse sanctions under the ancient laws 
of private property, under the ancient law merchant, 
under the ancient laws of the right to nfre and fire. 
In addition to this, the white people of Georgia can 
practice age old sanctions of social ostracism against 



those persons who are not members of the colored race. 
but who are engaged fa the eCort to breakdown and 
destroy the sights of the white dozens of the State. 

In this sense, the people themselves are the court of 
Lot retort and from their decision there Is no appeal. 
- Then again, the people themselves arc the court of 
last resort at the ballot box, which U the marhiim/ 
set up by civilized people to avoid the snore seven 
remedy of sanctions and also to avoid the most extreme 
remedy of farce and »i glare. It b, therefore, through 
this later sense in which the people arc the court of 
last resort that wt Intend first to approach a remedy 
for that e\H thing which now besets us through the 
unconstitutkmrd acts of our Supreme Court, aided and 
abetted by the Chief Executive and the Jcgisjative, 
branch of our national government. Therefore, I pro- 
pose at this time, to follow a plan through which the 
people can maintain segregation In our public schools. 
1 am convinced that the people of Georgia arc not 
milling to surrender their public school system with- 
out a fight; and I cm convinced that they do not intend 
to lose that fight- I «o convi n ced that the people of 
Georgia do not intend for their children to attend mixed 
schools; and, I am convinced that the)* do not intend 
to lose that fight — whatever remedy they may have 
to resort to. I am convi— ■*! that no power oa earth 
tan force the white t»«TjJe*OT Georgia Into mixed schools 
tu long as the)* are unalterably determined to maintain 
the rights, the)- have to choose their own kind of school. 

Propoaal No. I 

I propose, first, that the Legislature take appropriate 
action to provide for a full, thorough census of aO 
children arid parents who are now or may hereafter be 
patrons of public schools, requiring under oath a full 
statement as to the children and parents and stating 
definitely whether they choose to pitronize an all-white 
school, an all-colored school or a mixed school. This 
census form also to be filled out by all teachers, other 
employees and officials connected with State or local 
education. When this census is completed, wt will know 
wbo is «ho and where the)- arc. This will force every- 
one to stand up and be counted. 

Proposal No. II 

I propose tjiat the Legislature, by appropriate action, 
recognize and declare a State policy on education, rec- 
ognizing that, under our present Constitution, it b im- 
possible for the State to comply with the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, recognizing that no change can be 
nude is that Constitution before the General Election 
la 1956; dec firing a policy of working out a plan for 
public education that will not be in conflict with the 
ruling of tl* Supreme Court, but which will alio, at 
the tune time, maintain the rights of all .individuals. 
I propose that the Legislature work out and submit to 
the voters of the State in the General Election of 1956. 
a complete plan and also necessary constitutional 
amendments to put such plan into effect The Legisla- 
ture should declare as a State policy that, in the mean- 
time, our present school system can operate only on a 
segregated basis because there k no money, under our 
present Constitution snd appropriation acts, to pay for 
£sy ;,hcd: ether t!us segregated schosl*. 

Proposal No. Ill 

I propose that by appropriate legislation and vote of 
the people we creite a pool of all school pupils, both 
in bur common schools and in institutions of higher 
learning: this pool to be made up without reference to 
or in consideration of any race, creed, color or previous 
conditioo of servitude; each student and its parents to 
have the privilege, at their own request and without 
compulsion of the State in any way, to ask to be 
assigned to a school of their dnicc. That b, if a colored 
parent wants bis children to go to an alt-colored school, 
he may ask, without compulsion from the State in any 
way. to be asrigoed to an aU-rolored school. If a white 
parent desires tor his children to attend an all-white 
school, he may request, on his v*ra initiative and with- 
out compulsion from the State, that his child or children 
be assigned to an all-white sctooL 

Proposal No. IV 

I propose the adoption of an amendment empower- 
ing the Legislature to subsidise these children who arc 
not satisfied in either of the schools provided by the 
State so that the)- may use their pro rata share of school 
funds in attending: private school*. 

In this way. the State will not be compelling or 
requiring segregation of races but wfll be protecting all 
citizens in following their imabeoable rights to a free 
choice. No white child wtH be required to go to an 
■nsegregated achool or to a segie gat ed school. No 
colored child will be required to go to an iiasegrcgated 
or segregated school. No chOd will be required to go 
to a mixed school. No child wtH be required to go to 
r, 1 ^?* !*?* E ~"" $*** can go to the school of 
his choice without compulse* from the State. 

Propoaal No. V 

Require all school teachers and others connected with 
educ atio n, both public and private schools, as a con- 
dition to their employment, to teach absolute respect 
for aO State laws. State Constitutions, State Courts, 
State Legislatures and State officials. The f.-unaturc 
mind of school children b no place to sow seeds H 
discord, disrespect and lack of patriotism. 
"He who males his country live, makes all things live: 

And aD things bring bless him 
But, he who lets his country He. lets aD things die; 
And aU things dying curse him."

programs and social legislation ate 
breaking down the f asefctic tendencies of white citizens, 
and our Society has every reason to believe that we sl**U 
see the Negro problem solved in our lifetime." 

Government Forces Whitea To 
Aqcept Negroee * 
' In 1933. "Franklin D. Roosevelt and a little group cf 
Jewish revolutionaries, among them Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, founder of the NAACP, began a program of re- 
lentless assault against the white Christian traditions cf 
America. This program has been continued by Truman 
and Eisenhower. Under Eisenhower, it has almost 
reached Hi completion. 

During the Second World War, Eleanor Roosevelt 
forced the Navy to mix whites and Negroes. When Anna 
Rosenberg was confirmed as Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense, after she had been identified as a Communist 
before s Senatorial Committee, she completed the pro- 
cess of racial integration in our armed forces. In South- 
ern Army posts, white children were forced to go to 
Army schools with Negroes. 

In 1948. the Supreme Court declared that racial pro- 
visions in Washington real estate agreements « ere illegal. 
Consequently, thousands of white home-owners lost their 
homes and were forced to move to the suburbs. Hun. 
dreds of blocks of our capital dry became Negro slums. 

What American Negroes Want 

1 recently returned from a trip through the Southern 
states. I talked to hundreds of white and Negro citizens 
about tic Supreme Court anti-segregation decisions. 
Many Negroes were bitter against the NAACP and the 
leftwing politicians who had forced this decision to be 
enacted. One former official of the NAACP, a Negress 
educated in the North, h*d returned South because It 
was her home. She knew that the Jews and otl»et Com- 
munists were using the Negro as a cat's paw in their ' 
struggle to Sovieure America. She was frightened at 
what lay ahead, and declared that the NAACP lud un- 
done much of the goodwill which had been built up 
slowly between whites and Negroes in the South. "Now 
It will be hut hie in the North, she said. "I came hack 
home because the .North is the real Jim Crow. There 
the Negro is an alien, disliked and unwanted. Our 
fiKmh aic in the Southern slates, and now tite NaaCP 
wants to take thmi from us." 

I asked her If site knew about tlie Jewish control cf 
NAACP. That's whv I quit" it* said. "Our o5.Ja.lt 
were always speaking before Jewish groups, appearing 
at Jewish fund-raising rallies, and conferring with 
officials of the Aiiserican Jewish Congress. They have no 
sympathy with Negroes and the)- don*t associate with 
Negroes. Walter White, the Executive Secretary of the 
NAACP, married a white woman and associated almost 
exclusively with Jewish millionaires. I wish the Negroes 
Lad an organization which did represent them." 

National Association For Advancement 
of Colored People 

The official Report of the Communist Partvj 4th 
national convention stated that the partv had penetrated 
the NAACP. Sotwlist Florence KeUey (formerly of Hull 
House), the personal friend of Engefs and Lenin, with 
Jane Addams, a founder and "for twenty yean a mem- 
ber of the board of directors" was very active in the 
NAACP. The held secretary. Win. Pickens, h a Socialist 
Part)- member, active as well in Communist affairs and 
organizations, (tee Who's Who") James Welden John- 
son, Clarence Dwrow, John Haynes Holmes, Oswald C. 
Yillard and other executives have tiuuhi Red affiliations, 

Mulattoea In Germanj- 

Jewish Coromurdsts in Eisenhower's headquarters so. 
London during the Second World War sent in thousands 
of Negro troops behind the combat forces in Cermany. 
These Negro troops were encouraged to rape white Ger- 
man girls, with the result that there are now 30,000 
mulatto children io Cermany. These mubttoes predict 
the weve of the future. Either the whirr race mutt draw 
the hoc now and begin to fight for Its survival, or It 
w*ll disappear. The Je*s want to arm Negtuef during 
the planned OnmnuniM revolution in America. They 
look upon Negroes as their principal weapon against 
white American citizens. We should outlaw the NAACP 
because it is completely dcounated bv Jewish radicals 
who are working for a Marxist America. If the Negroes 
were not corrupted by the Jews, the)* would be as good 
American citizens as anyone. Many of tl*m realize that 
the Jewi do not want to help the Negroes, and that they 
are trying to use the Negroes in their Communist war 
against us.

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11 (4) That one of the purposes of the defendant corporation 
defined in its certificate of incorporation is 
'to foster, protect, and maintain all rights of 
citizens as guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States. 1 

(5) Since on or about September 2o, 1954, defendant 
corporation acting by and through its officers, agents, 
servants, and employees have conducted a campaign 

and have enlisted membership into its organization 
designed* 1 ; 

(a) To foment racial tension and hatred between 
the citizens of the State of Delaware. 

(b) To intimidate members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Milford Special School District and 
members of the Boards of Trustees of other Special 
School Districts and the Board of Education 
throughout this State from performing their 
duties under the law. 

(c) To encourage by means of mass hysteria, mob rule 
boycott and dissemination of race prejudice, 

the closing of public schools in sympathy with 
its plan to deprive Negro children of the right 
to attent public school because of their race, 
color and ancestry. 

(d) To promote meetings calculated to disturb the 
peace and incite to riot. 

(e) To intimidate and threaten white parents from 
having their children attend school in furtherance 
of the boycott against the Milford High School. 

(f ) To encourage white parents to violate the laws of 
the State of Delaware with regard to compulsory 
school attendance. 

(6) In furtherance of the unlawful acts and the corpora- 
tion's program of hate, prejudice and mob rule, the 
defendant corporation, contrary to their avowed 
purpose contained in their charter to foster, pro- 
tect and maintain all rights of citizens as guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United States, initiated 
and maintained a program to destroy the fundamental 
rights of the citizens of the State of Delaware as 
guaranteed them by the Constitution of the 

State of Delaware and of the United States. 
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"(7) The defendant corporation in furtherance of these 

unlawful acts and of its program in violation of the 
rights of citizens of the State Of Delaware and of 
the United States has received contributions, 
solicited memberships and collected dues from members 
and has expended corporation funds. 
(3) By virtue of the above recited acts of defendant 
corporation, the Attorney General of the State of 
Delaware avers that defendant corporation has abused 
and misused its corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises vested in it by virtue of its incorpora- 
tion under the laws of this State and has become a 
moving party in a conspiracy to deprive citizens of 
their rights under the Constitution of the United 
States and- to inspire and induce mass violation of 
the laws of the State of Delaware. 
(9) Jurisdiction to revoke a charter of corporations 
organized under the laws of this State for abuse, 
misuse or non-use of their corporate powers, privi- 
leges and franchises is vested in the Court of 
Chancery by 3 Delaware Code Section 233. 

Wherefore Attorney General prays as follows: 

(a) That a subpoena issue directing defendant to appear 
and answer this Bill of Complaint. 

(b) That a preliminary injunction be issued by this Court 
restraining and enjoining defendant, its officers, 
agents, and employees, and all other persons claiming 
or acting through or under it, from the further 
exercise of the corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises of defendant corporation from soliciting 

or accepting membership in defendant corporation, from 
receiving gifts, dues, or money from any source, from 
expending any moneys of said corporation, or from 
otherwise carrying on any activity on behalf or in 
the name of said corporation. 

(c) That a rule be issued out of this Court directed to 
said defendant to appear in Court at a time fixed by 
this Court to show cause, if any there be, why a 
preliminary injunction as prayed herein should not 
be issued. 
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(d) That a decree be entered revoking, and forfeiting 
the charter of the said NAAvVP, Inc. for abuse and 
misuse of its corporate powers, privileges and 
franchises. 

(e) That your Honor may appoint one or more persons to be 
a Receiver or Receivers of said defendant corporation 
to take charge of the estate, effects, and business 
and affairs of said corporation, wherever situated and 
to collect the outstanding debts, claims and property- 
due or belonging to said corporation with power to 
prosecute or defend in the name of the corporation, 

or otherwise, claims or suits, and to appoint an 
agent or agents under such Receiver or Receivers, and 
to administer and wind up the affairs of said corpora- 
tion and to make such orders and decrees with respect 
whereto as shall be just and equitable respecting the 
affairs, business, property and assets, and the rights 
of the members and creditors thereof. 

That the defendant, its officers, agents, and employees 
and all other persons claiming or acting by, through, or 
under it, be enjoined and restrained from interfering 
with the said Receiver in taking possession of and 
administering the property and affairs of said defendant 
corporation. 

That the complainant may have such other and further 
relief as to the Chancellor may seem necessary and 
proper.

In a letter to the Register, Court of Chancery, 
dated November 3, 1954, WILLIAM MARVEL, Vice- 
Chancellor, denied defendant's motion to dismiss and denied 
plaintiff's motion for a preliminary injunction. 

ITEM 29. A letter dated April 17, 1955 to FRANK O'DONNELL, 

JR., Deputy Attorney General, Wilmington, Delaware, 
from WILLIAM MARVEL, Vice-Chancellor, acknowledging a request of 
the State of Delaware made May 16, 1955 for a further con- 
tinuance in this case. MARVEL states that unless the 
corporate defendant objects on or before May 20, 1955, such 
a continuance will be granted.

On September 1, 1955, ■ f Court of Chancery, 

Kent County, Dover, Delaware, advised that no further action 
has been taken in that court in connection with the State of 
Delaware case to revoke the charter of the NAAWP since the 
State's Attorney General asked for a continuance of the case 
on May 17, 1955- 

On September, 1955, Deputy Attorney General JAMES MESSICK, 
Kent County, Dover, Delaware, advised that the State of Delaware 
action to revoke the charter of the NAAWP is being handled 
by the Attorney General « s Office in Wilmington, Delaware and 
that he has received no information concerning the proposed 
action since that office asked for a continuance of the case 
on May 17. 1955. 

Mr. MESSICK volunteered that this action was inherited by the 
present administration from the former administration and in his 
opinion it will be dropped eventually. 
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B. LEGAL PROCEEDINGS AGAINST BRYANT W. BOWLES 

On September 1, 1955* the records of the Superior Court of Kent 
County, Dover, Delaware were reviewed and the following 
information concerning action against BRYANT W. BOWLES on two 
charges of violation of the school laws of the State of 
Delaware was obtained. 

As previously reported in this investigation BOWLES was found 
guilty, Court of Common Pleas, Dover, Delaware, on April 6, 
1955* of violation of provisions of school attendance laws and 
unlawfully interfering with prderly administration of the 
school system of the State of Delaware. Following his 
conviction, BOWLES appealed his case to the Superior Court of 
Kent County. In his appeal BOWLES requested a trial by jury 
which was granted. 

The records further reflect that on July 25, 1955, BOWLES was 
arraigned on information filed by the Attorney General, State 
of Delaware, before County Judge P. J. RICHARDS at which 
time BOWLES pleaded not guilty on both charges. This record 
also shows that on July 25* 1955* a jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty against BOWLES on both charges. 

C. MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 

The Delaware State News, Dover, Delaware daily newspaper, 
issue of September 9, 1955, contained a copy of a letter which 
BRYANT W. BOWLES directed to the editor of the newspaper under 
date of September 8,1955. This letter is self explanatory 
and is quoted as follows: 
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"Editor of the Delaware State News 
Dover, Delaware 

Dear Sir: 

Recently numerous letters have been written against me for 
integration and published in your paper. I take it that your 
believing in freedom of the press is the reason for publishing 
these letters. However, let's not stop half way with your 
so-called 'Freedom of the press, 1 let's go all the way and tell 
these integrationists the truth. 

Yesterday an article appeared in your paper concerning the case 
against two Juveniles who attacked an eleven-year-old white 
girl in Cheswold. What you not tell them is that these two 
boys were Negroes. 

Let's also tell these integrationists about the mother of this 
white girl going to the Negro parents of one of these boys and 
asking them to punish him. Let's tell them how she was called 
white trash and told to get out of their house and let's also 
tell them how she bruised and cut herself in the fall she took 
leaping out of the way of a carload of Negroes who tried to 
run her down last week. 

Now let's ask these integrationists if that is the best that 
they have to send to the white schools, where are they sending 
the worst? To the New Castle County Workhouse? 

Come on, let's really exercise 'Freedom of the Press 1 .

At present he is setting up 
distributorships for his tubeless tire repair service along 
the East Coast and made a weekend trip to Wilmington for that 
purpose. 

"He said he plans to remain at the KELVIN home for a few 
days before he decides where he will make his home. He 
emphasized that Delaware would not be his permanent home 
because he already has a home set up in Beaumont, Tex. 
However, he was equally emphatic that he would remain in 
Delaware until after 'weelcct a Governor. ,n 

The "Delaware State News," a daily newspaper published at Dover, Delaware, 
issue of September lk % 1956, page 1, column 3, contains an article titled 
"State News Observes Third Year As Daily With Review of News," over the 
by-line of JBM*ILLB3, which states in part as follows: 

"Integration, or segregation a headline item in Delaware 
since May 17, 195^, received less attention. Moderation by 
the r,abid integrationists , and watchful waiting by the pro- 
segregationists, seems now to bo the order of the day. 

"The past 2 months saw a fading in popularity of BRYANT VJ. 

BOWLES, president of the National Assn. for the Advancement 

of White People, and most ardent spokesman for the segregationist. 

"BOWLES, who quietly folded his tent and stole away to Texas, 
returned on July 6 for one weekend stand, but failed to draw 
more than a handful of the curious at either Camden-Wyoming 
or Harrington. 
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"He returned again this week, hopeful of becoming a king- 
maker by electing a governor, one not nominated by either 
Democrats or Republicans. He said he will stay through 
Election Day. 

"Earlier, BOWLES suffered inglorious defeat in his libel law 
suit for $260,000 against L. LEifaHLSYTON , which he re-entered 
on Sept. 61, two days after the New Year started at the 
Delaware STATS NEWS. 

"The suit was based on letters written to the editor of 
the DSN on Oct. 1, 1954, and on July 26, 1955. But the case 
was dismissed on June 1, as BOWLES failed to put in an 
appearance. There wasn't a single spectator in the court as 
the judge kicked out the case 'with prejudice. 1 "

,M I cancelled two very important business meetings to come 
here,' BOWLES said. 'I don't charge to speak, but when I'm 
invited to speak and don't, I'm highly insulted.' 

"B07/LES formerly lived at Milford, Del., but now is from 
Beaumont, Tex. 

"THOMAS MOORE, Easton electrician who presided, said he was 
not told that BOViTES was supposed to speak.
